NEW YORK.—As the United De- 


demands of the depositors for a pub- 
lic meeting hall and to protest 
against police brutality, reports 
flock in about other bank failures 
throughout the country. 

On Friday and Saturday nearly 
20 bank smashes were reported in 
the capitalist press. — these 
were the following: 

The Mutual Deposit and Loan As- 

sociation of San Antonio, Texas, with 
over $739,000 in deposits was closed 
by the state, and the depositors’ 
money is tied up. The Bank of South 
Hill, Va. closed its doors. In Eden- 
ton, N. C. the Citizens Bank of Eden- 
ton, with deposits of over $345,000 
failed. The Elling State Bank of 
Virginia City, Mont., closed. 
While over 260 banks crashed in 
November alone, with $200,000,000 in- 
volved, the bank failures for De- 
cember, when finally totaled will 
number close to 300, with over $500,- 
000,000 involved. This will bring the 
year’s total to about 1,200 bank fail- 
ures with over a billion dollars in- 
volved—twice the size of the largest 
previous record in American econ- 
omic history.

and what was embodied in a resolu- 
cn passed by a good majority, name- 
ly, that there is no difference between 
Norman Thomas, Waldman, Hilquit, 
and the so-called “militants.” The 
“militants” ca. e forward with the 
idea that the socialist party fs not 
serving its real purpose of fooling the 
working class. In order to do it 
sharper phrases must be used. They 
felt that the workers had been dis- 
gusted by the Broun clowning cam- 
paign, and as one delegate put it, it 
actually went further than the repub- 


No, they all agreed, militants and 
otherwise, this would not do. To win 
workers in the interest of betrayal 
you must use left phrases. The réso- 
lution says the socialists have to go 
after “the wage-workers.” 


One fat delegate got up, a little 
riled at too much emphasis on “wage 
workers.” His front glistened with a 
loud silk shirt. His short neck bulged 
from his collar. Breadlines and fac- 
tories were as forcign to him as they 
are to the rest of the delegates. 

“We have an ighorant working Class 
in this country,” he bemoaned. “They 
have nothing, they want nothing, and 
they will fight for nothing. We who 
have a little and want more are in- 
telligent and know what we want. It 
is the lawyers and doctors that the 
socialist party must appéal to. We 
must be American in our approach. 
Do not depend on the workers.” 

Hillquit spoke. The lawyers were 
always able to get the floor. He had 
to go so he talked on the Soviet 
Union too, though this resolution was 
not being discussed—in fact final 
voting was put over for a month. “T 
am a militant, too,” said Hillquit. “tf 
believe in getting the workers. But 
you go a little too far, my young 
friends. Remember when you. talk 
about what’ is happening in Russia 
and praise it you are praising what 
has been accomplished by the Com- 


munist philosophy and not the social- | 


democratic philosophy. This will lead 
you too far.” 


Hillquit explained that it, was _nec- 
essary to fool the workers, but there 
was a danger in praising actual ac- 
complishments of the Soviet Union, 
in letting the workers know that this 
method can be achieved by Commu- 
nist action only. “Militant” phrases 
to Hillquit means sidetracking the 
workers to safe action. within capi- 
talism and in the interest of capi- 
talism. 

What the “Militant” Said. 

Then up spoke one of the “mili- 
tants,” in fact the leader, Stanley. 
Stanley said he had been studying. 
He even mentioned Marx several 
times, though to him Marxism was a 
philosophy which supplied good left 
phrases with which to’ support Mac- 
Donald, the German Socialist Party, 
and to mislead the American workers 


Stanley made a long speech. But 
in a nutshell it was this: The socialist 
party has been going backward. It 
has too many propertied people in it. 
It must go to the workers and do 
what the Independent Labor Party 
is doing in England—support imper- 
jalism through left phrases. Stanley 
even had a good word for Mosley’s 
fascist dictatorship proposal. He is 
clever enough to know that the build- 
ing up of socialism in the Soviet 
Union under the Five Year Plan is 
having a tremendous effect on the 
workers everywhere. So he proposes 
the socialists approve of it but tell 
the workers that only the socialists 
can do it properly. One delegate 
yelled out: They haven’t got social- 
ism, they have slavery. Lots of them 
have the same ideas as Ham Fish.

growth of armaments, the sharpening of the 
struggle for markets in the epoch of the latest, 
the imperialist, stage in the development of cap- 
italism of the foremost countries, the dynastic 
interests of the most backward East 
monarchies, were inevitably bound to bring about, 
and did bring about, the present war. To seize 
lands and to conquer, foreign nations, to ruin 
competing nations, to pillage their wealth, to 
divert the attention of the laboring masses from 
the domestic political crises of Russia, Germany, 
England, and other countries, to disunite the 
workers and fool them with nationalism, to an- 
nihilate their vanguards in order to weaken the 
revolutionary movement of the proletariat, such 
is the only real essence, the significance ahd 
meaning of the present war. 

“Upon Social-Democracy, in the first place, 
devolves the duty to make clear this real mean- 
ing of the war, and mercilessly to unmask the 
falsehoods, the sophism and the ‘patriotic’ phrases 
which are spread by the ruling , the land- 
owners and the bourgeoisie, in/defense of the 
war, . . 

“One of the belligerent groups of nations is 
headed by the German bourgeoisie. It has 


| fooled the working class and the laboring masses 


_ by asserting that it wages the war for the de- 


fense of the fatherland, liberty, and civilization, 
for the liberation of the peoples that are op- 
pressed by czarism, for the destruction of reac- 
tionary czarism. In reality, that same bourgeoi- 
sie, servile in face of the Prussian Junkers with 
Wilhelm I= at their head, has always been the 
most faithful ally of czarism and the enemy of 
the revolutionary movement of the workers and 
peasants in Russia. In reality, that bourgeoisie 
will, together with the Junkers, direct all its 
efforts, no matter what the outcome of the war 
may be, to support the czarist monarchy against 
a revolution in Russia. 

“In reality, the German bourgeoisie undertook 
a predatory, campaign against Serbia with the 
aim of subjecting it and throttling the national 
revolution of the Southern Slavs, at the same 
time directing the bulk of its military forces 
against freer countries, Belgtum and France, in 
order to pillage the richer competitor. The Ger- 
man *-*~geoisie, ~preading the fable of a de- 
fensive war on its part, in reality chose the 
moment which was most propitious for its war- 
fare, utilizing its latest improvements in military 
technique and forestalling the new armaments 
that had already been mapped out and approved 
of by Russia and France. 

“At the head of the cther group of belligerent 
nations are the English and French bourgeoisie 
which fool the working class and the laboring 
masses by asserting that this group leads a war 


' for the fatherland, freedom and, civilization 


life itself,” declare the double-handed predicting | 


that the future holds only defeats, breaches, 
gloom. But even here they only echo voices 
long dead. Didn't the opportunist Zinoviev- 
Trotsky bloc in 1927 assert that the Party was 
“no more a Party of the working class” but a 
party of “Nepmen, kulaks and bureaucrats” lead- 
ing to Thermidore, i. e., to the defeat of the Rev- 
olution? Today, the Nepmen have been almost 
completely wiped out; the Kulaks are being de- 
prived of their base; bureaucratism is success- 
fully fought against, and the Party is leading 


| the country towards Socialism with seven-league 


boots. 

Every single utterance of the bloc gives ex- 
pression to bourgeois hopes, wishes, views, and is 
intended to divert the Party from its Communist 
course.
